Standing six feet seven inches tall, 
weighing 482 pounds, Justice Jacques 
is a commanding figure, and when his 
lionlike voice utters an edict, prompt 
obedience of such edict 
is

order. 
One of the peculiarities of this re­ 
markable man is the fact that he docs 
not permit lawyers to practice in his 
court. 
‘‘As a peace officer.” philosophizes 
Justice Jacques, "my first duty, as I 
see it, is to promote 
peace, and 
as 
lawyers aud peace are 
not 
mixable 
quantities, I have barred the lawyers 
in the interest of peace.” 
Justice Jacques has for a long while 
been the village blacksmith and horse­ 
shoer at Elmont, and his phenomenal 
strength enables him. when occasion 
requires, to conquer the most refrac­ 
tory horse by throwing him 
to 
the 
floor and sitting on him while an as­ 
sistant nails on the 
shoes. 
Men

character in Elmont, and as a m atter 
of civic pride

citizens started a boom for Jacques,

He took 
charge of the office

year, and since that time he has ami­ 
cably adjusted several local feuds of 
long standing.

A navy is as strong as its gunners 
are proficient in marksmanship and 
for this reason navy discipline is in­ 
creasingly emphasizing 
the 
import­ 
ance of target practice. 
The ships of 
the American navy will soon enter up­ 
on the annual target practice with the 
big gun and each boat will seek to 
make the highest score. But it may 
not be known that the enlisted man of 
the navy is as carefully drilled in the 
use of small arms as in the handling 
of the big guns. 
The ships of the At­ 
lantic squadron have just completed

'their email arms practice on tho ex­ 
tensive target ranges at the navy sta­ 
tion at Guantanamo, Cuba. 
This year 
the small arms target practice has 
been of unusual interest to the en­ 
listed men, both bluejackets and ma­ 
rines. 
They have been firing with 
the small arms and the pistol, aud the 
competition has been keen. The ship’s 
crew making the best showing will 
receive one of two new cups, large sil­ 
ver emblems, which have just been 
adopted by the bureau of navigation 
as annual trophies for superiority on 
the target range with the small arms. 
The other cup will go to the ship mak­ 
ing the best score in the new Pecific 
fleet. 
The target range at Guantanamo has 
been greatly Improved in the last year. 
A shelter house bas been built there 
for the men, and it is proposed to build 
a similar structure for the use of the 
officers. 
Telephones have been In­ 
stalled, together with the telegraph. 
The navy department possesses un­ 
surpassed facilities lor conducting tar­ 
get practice for boat guns, small arms, 
and three-inch field pieces at the naval 
station

The ranges extend from the south 
shoro of Granadilla bay to near the 
army boundary line in the Cuzco hills.

The ships of 


the American navy will soon enter up- 
on the annual target piuctice v.Ith the 
big gun and each boat will seek to 
make the highest score 
Hut it may 


not be known that the enlisted man of 
the navy is as carefully drilled in the 
use of small arms as in the handling 
of the big guns 
Tho ships of the At- 


lantic squadron have just completed 


-On the Target Range at Guantanamo, 


their small arma practice on tho ex- 
tensive target ranges at the navy sta- 
tion at Guantanamo, Cuba. Thia year 
the small arma target practice haa 
been of unusual interest to the en- 
listed men, both bluejackets and ma- 
rines. 
They have been firing with 


the small arms and the pistol, and the 
competition has been keen. The ship's 
crew making the best showing will 
receive one of two new cups, large sil- 
ver emblems, which have Just been 
adopted by the bureau of navigation 
as annual trophies for superiority on 
the target range with the small arma. 
The other cup will go to the ship mak- 
ing the best scoro In the new Peciflc 
fleet 


The target range at Ouantanamo has 


been greatly Improved in the laat year. 
A shelter house haa been built there, 
for the men, and it is proposed to build 
a similar structure for the use of the 
officers. 
Telephones have been In- 


stalled, together with the telegraph. 


The navy department possesses un- 


surpassed facilities for conducting tar- 
get practice for boat guns, small arms, 
and three-inch field pieces at the naval 
station 
at 
Guantanamo, regarding 


which establishment navy officers who 
have visited the place express them- 
selves with much enthusiasm. 


The ranges extend from the south 


shore of Granadllla bay to near the 
army boundary line in the Cuzco hills. 
The boat gun ranges consist of regu- 
lation targets on rafts moored on the 
edge of the mangroves on the south 
•bores of Qranadllla and Quantanamo 


bays, in sufficient depth of water for a 
steam launch to so alongside, and lo- 
catrd so as not to interfere with one

Tiails have been cut for communica- 
tion from firing points to targets and 
market! by signboards. Pits for mark- 
ers w i l l probably be constructed. The 
landing for this range is placed so as 
to bo most quickly reached from the

The endeavor in laying out the 


rifle and pistol ranges 
was 
to take 


the 
fullest 
advantage of the natur- 


al features of the land to meet the 
present and futirre needs of the serv- 
ice, to make it safe to fire at all rangea, 
simultaneously and without Interfer- 
ence. This haa been done successfully, 
the intervening hill between the two 
ranges making it safe to fire at air 
distances on one range without danger 
or Interference with the other. 


There are, therefore, two principal 


ranges, locate 1 in two adjacent 
val- 


leys, the first range of two butts, a 
600-yard, with 15 "U" targets placed at 
the standard distance of 1& foot be- 
tween centers, "and a 1,000-yard butt, 
with five "C" targets placed at the 
standard distance of 22 feet between 
centers. It la believed that these two 
butts, or these rangea, will accommo- 
date all the nien who will qualify In 
tho service for these higher ranges for 
yeais to come and for practicing for 
team matches. The second range con- 
sists of two butts, with a single firing 
line, arranged 
In echelon, one butt 


with 110 "A" targets, 300 yards from

One of the peculiarities of this re- 


markable man is the fact that he does 
not permit lawyers to practice In his 
court. 


"As a peace officer." philosophizes 


Justice Jacques, "my first duty, aa I

quantities, I have barred the lawyers 
In tho interest of peace." 


Justice Jacques has for a long while 


been the village blacksmith and horse- 
shoor at Elmont. and his phenomenal 
strength enables him. when occasion 
requires, to conquer the most refrac- 
tory horse by throwing him 
to 
the 


floor and sitting on him while an as- 
sistant nails on the 
shoes. 
Men of

the southern purl of the dark conti- 
nent, and yet evidences of aa artistic 
snnse and ability have beon found 
among them which uro most astonish- 
ing, an* justifies modern anthropology 
in ita claim that even in apparently 
prlmlt./e tribes there exists a culture 
not necessarily inferior to our own 
though differing from it.

ditions under which the bushmen live 
are almost bestial, and yet they have 
covered tho smooth cliffs 
and 
the 


walte of their caves with 
.mtutlriKS 


and etchings which far surpass in 
artistic excellence the work of anv

ance of target practice 
The ships of 


the American navy will soon enter up- 
on the annual target piuctice with the 
big gun and each boat will seek to 
make the highest score 
Hut it may 


not be known that the enlisted man of 
the navy is as carefully drilled in the 
use of small arms as in the handling 
of the big guns 
Tho ships of the At- 


lantic squadron have just completed 


-On the Target Range at Guantanamo. 
their small arma practice on tho ex- 
tensive target ranges at the navy sta- 
tion at Guantauamo, Cuba. Thia year 
the small arma target practice haa 
been of unusual interest to the en- 
listed men, both bluejackets and ma- 
rines, 
They have been firing with 


the small arms and the pistol, and the 
competition has been keen. The ship's 
crew making the best showing will 
receive one of two new cups, large sil- 
ver emblems, which have Just been 
adopted by the bureau of navigation 
as annual trophies for superiority on 
the target range with the small arma. 
The other cup will go to the ship mak- 
ing the best scoro In the new Peciflc 
fleet 


The target range at Ouantanamo has 


been greatly Improved in the last year. 
A shelter house haa been built there, 
for the men, and it is proposed to build 
a similar structure for the use of the 
officers.

room, Frank Jacques, Justice of the 
peace at 
Elmont, a 
village seven 


miles north of Topeka, presides over 
what is perhaps the 
most unique 


tribunal In the world. 


Standing six feet seven inches tall, 


weighing 482 pounds, Justice Jacques 
Is a commanding figure, and when his 
lionllke voice utters an edict, prompt 
obedience of such edict Is then 
in 


order. 


One of the peculiarities of this re- 


markable man Is the fact that he does 
not permit lawyers to practice in his 
court. 


"As a peace officer," philosophizes 


Justice Jacques, "my first duty, aa I 
see it, Is to promote peaces and 
as 


lawyers and peace are 
not 
mlxable 


quantities, I have barred the lawyers 
in the interest of peace." 


Justice Jacques has for a long while 


been the village blacksmith and horse- 
shoor at Elmont, and his phenomenal 
strength enables him. when occasion 
requires, to conquer the most refrac- 
tory horse by throwing him 
to 
the 


floor and sitting on him while an as- 
sistant nails on the 
shoes. Men of 


collegiate education are seldom found 
In a horseshoeing shop, but Justice 
Jacques is an exception to the rule, 
for he is highly educated.

reader. 
devoting

greater part of his leisure to 
high- 


clas>s literature, and he 
has

Mr Jacques was not a candidate for
